1. The PTP (Pomocny technicky prapor - Auxiliary Technical Battalion) 125 x 1 
units were renamed TP (Technical Battalion) in autumn of 1953. 

This name change occurred about the same time as rumors were spread 
that the Kulak Lists were abolished. Apparently, the purpose of 2 5X1 
this name change was to give the im pression that draftee oiserimi- 
nation had been lessened. ' ' \ the policy 

of discrimination had not been lessened; kulaks continued to be 
drafted into the TP.

The soldiers worked as miners in the 

Army Mine located in this area. Their average monthly salary was 
1,000 crowns; however, they received no soldiers' pay. The cost 
of their food, housing, and clothing was deduoted from their salary. 
Each soldier had to have a savings account in whioh he had to 
deposit half of his pay remaining after deductions; however, the 
soldiers could freely withdraw money from their accounts and did 
so regularly. The soldiers were supervised by NCOs. The NCOs did 
not work in the mine and received their regular military salary. 

All of the NCOs were recruited from the CP cadres. For the first 
month or so after an NCO was assigned to the unit, he tried to improve 
the political morale of the soldiers and tried to apply Communist 
propaganda methods; but after awhile he gave up, his own morale 
became very low, and he started to drink excessively. The NCOs 

usually had their drinks paid for by the soldlera^who used this 

system of bribery for obtaining minor favors .
